Lansing, April 14.—While the house 
and the senate were unable to agree on 
other bills recommended by Governor 
Pingree, every man voted for the war 
bills, and they will be in effect as soon 
as the governor has a chance to sign 
them. 


In addition to appropriating $500,000 
for war purposes, increasing the appro- 
priation for the support of* the naval 
eserves and providing for increasing 
the membership of the national guard, 
the bills provide that no levy or attach- 
ment for debt shall be made on the 
property of any citizen who goes to the 
front, and that no advantage shall be 
taken of any soldier who is a party to a 
suit at law. This immunity is to con- 
tinue until six months after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. 


The Phillips bill was passed raising 
the tax 'in express companies from I to 
5 per cent by a vote of 17 to Hi. Ttie 
legislature adjourned at noon. 


After the adjournment all the repre- 
sentatives present marched to the gov- 
erntu-'s ollice sinsring "Pingree's a iolly 
i?ood fellow."

Not in years have both 
houses been engaged In the considera­ 
tion of such linp<»riant business as that 
which was bi«ught before them yester­ 
day. Uoth committees having in charge 
foreign ulTuli» reported re.‘?olutions, the 
tenor of which Is believed to mean a 
war with Spain. The house passed tho 
resolutluns reported by the majority M 
Its commitli*e, and the senate began a 
debate which may be protracted an»I 
interesting. 
In the early part of thu 
day it seemed that there was a pus.il- 
bliity that unanimous action might be 
had in both house 
and senate, but 
divlsltins arising 
over the .form and 
words of the resolution cuuld not be 
reconciled and minurlly reports were 
presented. 
For more than live hour.s 
the house foreign affairs committee 
tried to secure unanimous action, but 
InlheendtheUlvli^Ionof thecununltieeon 
parly lines prevailed, and the resolution 
of the majority was passed after one jf 
the nuist exciting episodes that has 
been witnessed in the house since tiu 
Fifty-llrst congress.

The resoiulii»n the liouse adopted re­ 
ceived 322 votes and is in full us fol­ 
lows: 


"W hereas, The governmeni of Sp.iln 
for three years past lias ijuen waging 
war on the« island of Cuba au;ainst a 
revolution by the Inhaljitants thereof 
without making any substiintial prog> 
ress toward 
the suppression of said 
revolution, and has conducted the w ar­ 
fare in a manner contrary lo the laws 
niilions, by metlmds inhuman and 
uncivilized, causing the death by star­ 
vation of more than 20U,000 Innocent 
non-tM)mbatanls, the victims being fur 
the most iiurt helpless women and chil­ 
dren; Inlllcllng Intolerable Injury to the

States, Involving the destruction of the 
lives and property of many of our clti- 
eens, entailing the expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars in patrolling our coasU 
and policing the high seas In order to 
m aintain our neutrality; and 
‘'Whereas, This long series of losses.

this resolution."

The five Democrats cn the foreign af­ 
fairs committee submitted a minority 
report which received 147 votes when tt 
was submitted.

Lansing, April 14.—During a recess 
in the house the representatives had a 
chance to express their sentiments ou 
the national crisis. Governor Pingree 
addressed the house as follows: 
“As

unless this question cannot be settled 
some other way. 1 favor giving the 
Cubans their freedotn, but prefer to 
use money rather than life. 
I would 
be willing to be taxed any reasonable 
amount, as I said in Detroit, and think 
this country could pay $500,000,0i)0 for 
the island. 


“Nevertheless, if we cannot free 
Cuba this way, I say, go in and fight it 
out. 
I claim that this question ought 
to have been settled two years ago. 
War is the last thing to be resorted to 
under our education. 
I am willing to 
abide by the president and I am sure 
Michigan will back him up every tin\e. 
“ We should not dictate to the presi- 
ent. 
This is a good time to go slow, 
ily sympathy is with the Cubans in 
leir struggle and this nation should 
)ut a stop to the war and should have

Tbere is now little reason to doubt

In case 50,000 volunteers are called

In addition to the land force there 
would be many callcd for the navy, 
but the navy cannot be Increased be­ 
yond a suQlcient number to man the 
warships. 


Should the war continue two years— 
which no one believes—not more than 
500,000 men could be used and this 
would require an enlistment of only (JO 
from Benton Harbor or 400 from the en­ 
tire county. 


Benton Harbor has'sent more men to 
the Klondike than it is necessary for 
her to send to ^fight ¿Spain, and the 
ebances of coming back are better with 
those who go to war than those who 
risk their lives on the Chllkoot pass or 
among the Copper river Indians. 


Th b Kalamazoo Telegraph editor­ 
ially made the following statement in 
regard to the profits of a municipal 
lighting plant: *'ln all the leading 
._,oities of Europe transportation and 
lighting are coming to be regarded as 
ordinary municipal functions and pub­ 
lic administration has proved highly 
■ atisfactory. The application of this 
now idea of municipal function is wid­ 
ening. Kalamazoo has only one in­ 
stance of the public ownership of a 
natural monopoly, and that Is the mu­ 
nicipal lighting plant. When thU pro­ 
position was first made there was much 
opposition to it, but it was linally 
adopted by the people, and has proved 
a great success.’*

In reviewing the consular reports 
from Cuba the Chicago inter Ocean 
remarks 
editorially:

such keen and brilliant repartee have 
not been known in the senate since the 
exciting days when the country was

In the galleries the great semi-circular 
chamber was almost as silent as If It 
were deserted. 
Conversation was con­

A fu.l 
quarter of an hour before the senate 
was to convene Davis, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, entered the 
chamber and quietly went to his seat 
in the center of the Republican side.

The report was a terrific arraignment 
of Spain and her policieB. Hoar insisted 
that the resolutions and report go over 
according to the rules, and the matter 
had to wait a day at least. 


RKiiOLUTION OF TIIK MAJOUITV. 


Declare« fur Independence Enforced hjr tbe 
Fort?«*« of the United Mtat««. 


The resolution presented by the sen­ 
ate foreign affairs committee majority 
waa as follows: 


“Whereas, The abhorrent conditions 
which have 
existed for more 
than 
three years In the island of Cuba, so 
near our own borders, have shocked 
the moral sense of the people of the 
United States, have been a disgrace to 
Christian civilization, culminating, as 
they have, in tiie destruction of a Unit­ 
ed States battleship, with 266 of its 
otilcers and crew, while on a friendly 
visit In the harbor of Havana, and can 
not longer be endured, as has been 
set forth by the president of the United 
States in his message to congress of 
April 11, 1SD8, u|)on which the action 
of congress was invited: therefore be it 


“Resolved, First, That the people of 
the Island of Cuba are, and of right 
ought to be. fret and independent. 


“Second, That, It is the duty of the 
United States to demand, and the gov­ 
ernment of the 
United 
States does 
hereby demand, that the government of 
Spain at once rellqulsh Its authority 
and government in the island of Cuba 
and withdraw its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban water». 


“Third, That the president 
of 
the 
United States be and ho hereby Is di­ 
rected and empowered to use the entire 
land and naval forces of the United 
States and to call into actual service of 
the United Stales the nilliiia of tlie sev­ 
eral states to Hueb an extent as may be 
nec essary to carry these resolutions Into 
en’ect.’’ 


The minority report was brief and 
reads: 
“Tbe undersigned members of 
the commit tee on foreign relations co r­ 
dially concur in the report made upon 
the Cuban resolutions, but we favor the 
immediate re(‘ognition of the republU- 
of Cuba as organized In that island as 
a free, independent, and sovereign pow­ 
er among the nations of the world." 
It was signed by Turple, Mills, Daniel 
and Foraker. 


In the report of the committee much 
space Is given to the Maine tragedy and 
the conclusion says: 
“The duplicity, 
perlldy and 
cruelty of the 
Spanish 
character, as they always have been, 
are demonstrated still to continue by 
their manifestaiions during the present 
war in Cuba. 
Ail these flrrumiUrac 
considered cumulatively, w arrant
